At Bellefonte 


B ellefonte, April IO (AP*.—C arr,•- 
m g b an n ers inscribed "H ershey did 
it, so ca n we,” non-striking em ­ 
ployes of th e 
T ita n m etal 
works 
drove four 
pickets several m iles 
from th e factory F riday after rip ­ 
ping dow n union signs an d burning 
a shed w hich th e strikers used as 
a headquarters. 
T he signs referred to th e fight 
W ednesday a t H ershey 
in 
which 
angry 
dairy 
fan n ers 
an d 
non- j 
strik in g em ployes routed sit-dow n 
strikers from th e H ershey choco­ 
late p la t w ith w hips and clubs. 
T h e pickets an d strik ers a t 
th e j 
T ita n 
p la n t identified them selves I 
as m em bers of th e C om m ittee for 
In d u strial O rganization. T he group 
w hich rushed th e four pickets said 
th ey w ere “loyal w orkers” a t th e 
factory. 
T hey surrounded th e pickets and 
escorted 
them out of tow n afte r 
settin g 
fire to th e shed, located , 
n ear th e m etal plant. 
A strik e was called a t th e T ita n : 
p la n t several weeks ago by a group 
of em ployes 
who 
dem anded the 
Jo h n 
L. 
Lewis 
com m ittee 
bo 
nam ed a bargaining agent for th e i 
em ployes. 
O bservers estim ated th ere 
were . 
ab o u t 
IOO persons 
in 
th e crowd 
w hich routed tile pickets.
